HE following is a particular Account that we 
have receiv’d of the Defeat of the Rebel Sare- 
Bey-Oglou : 
* Samte of bifMen having been beat by the Turks 
* in ehe Territory of Ephetus, Sare-Bey*Oglou, whe 
* had pofted bimfclf in the neighbouring Hills, di- 
‘ vided his Troops into fevera! Detachmients, in hopes 
‘ that the Batha, who commanded thofe of the Grand 
* Signior, would therefore divide hisin like Manner; 
‘ by which Means he prepofltd todraw the la’ter into 
‘ the Necks of the Defiles, and there to fight them 
* Man to Man: Bur this S:ratagem did not take ; and 
‘ the Turks contented themfelves with blocking him 
‘ up in his Forrref#; and obferving him afar otf, in 
‘ order to break his Meafures, and cut off his Provi+ 
‘ fions. The Detachments of Spahis and Janifaries, 
‘ thas were afterwards employ’d to harafs hin, ac 
* quitted themfelves with fuch Succefs, that they 
* drove bim from one Hill to anotner, and ftarv’d#& him 
* to fuc'ga Degree, that he was abandon'd by Three 
* Fourti.s of his Adherents. The Shepherds came 
* foon afer to inform the Bafha, that when they came 
‘to the Rebel’s Fortrefs, they found it abandon’d ; 
‘ and the Turks immediately took Poffeffion of ir. 
¢ Other Shepherds reported, that Sare-Bey Oglou 
« wasretired to Degaifti, the Place of his Birth ; chat 
‘ he had endeavoured to rally his Troops there, and 
‘to forma new Party, but could not proceed; and 
‘ chat for want of Provifions, and the Supplies of 
‘ War, he wasoblig’d to retire farther. We have 
‘ heard, by larer Advices, that Sare-Bey-OzIlou, hav- 
‘ ing but 500 or 600 Men with him, was retired toa 
‘ high Mountain, fix Leagues from Degaifti, where 
‘ he was invefted by the Troops fent to putfue him; 
‘ that he ran the Rifque of being foon abanden’d by 
* the reff of his Adherents, and that ‘twas belicw'd he 
"* would fly for Shelter to Kouli Kan in Perfa.”
